Reasons for Allowance 

Claim 1 is allowed. 

It is noted that the closest prior art of record, Prieto, Jr. (U.S. Patent 5,907,822), 
that when a frame is missing, encodes previously decoded speech parameters to 
update the decoder state and replace the missing frame, but Prieto, Jr. does not first 
synthesize a speech signal corresponding to an unavailable packet and then encode 
the synthesized speech to provide signals to the decoder to maintain the state of the 
information in the decoder. Thus, independent claim 1 is allowable over the prior art of 
record because the cited prior art alone or in combination, does not fairly suggest or 
disclose the claimed combination of features.
